character of the people composing the 
various communi'ies scattered up and 
down in a territory five time? as large 
as the state of Illinois. 


While dpi-uned here awaiting the 


motions of others I have been busy col- 
lecting information from different parts 
of the state, through correspondence, 
conversing with gentlemen from the 
inteiior, consulting the newspapers, &e. 
This, with what I shall be able to j 
gather by visiting in person some of 
the more promising localities within 
convenient reach of railroads now in 
operation, will enable me to give parties 
seeking homes in Texas correct infor- 
mation on many points of interest to 
them. 
From present convictions, how- 


ever, based upon what I have thus far 
been able to learn, while I am well 
convinced that Texas is as good a new 
country as can be found anywhere, and 
excellent material out of which to make 
an old one, yet as at present advised, I 
certainly would say to every man, wo- 
man and child uell j!xal in old com- 
munities, and especially Central Illinois, 
to weigh matters well before cutting 
loose from old associations. 
You are, 


perhaps, as well and agreeably situated 
as you may reasonably expect to be in 
this world. 
What you might gaia in 


one particular jou will ba fully as 
likely to lose in another. 


If you are on tbe '-sunny side of 


forty" and have no home of yoar own 
and can get enough together to pay 
your way to Texas and have 81,000 to 
82,000 or more left to invest, yon can 
if you will, own a farm in some of the 
rich valleys of Texas and lay for your- 
self and years the foundation of future 
fortune, and help establish free schools, 
churches and other institutions left be- 
hind you ; and should you conclude to 
make your home in Texas you can 
safely rely upon finding a cordial and 
hearty welcome to and in any neigh- 
borhood within her borders, provided 
you are a worker and lend a helping 
hand in developing the resources «f 
the country. 
But men destitute of 


means are hardly better off here than 
in almost any other country in the 
world. 
The cities, towns and villages 


are already too full of lawyers, doctors,

frosts and late frosts, rust, chinehbug,

cide to incorporate th« town and have 
a board of aldermen. 
We start a new 


city government every two weeks and 
bust one every week—that is, if there 
is any."

MOBTON FOB PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The count 


in the joint convention to-day proceed- 
ed as tar as Oregon. The objection to 
the elector in Nevada was regarded as 
flimsy, even by the house, and both 
houses decided to count the vote. The 
objections in the Oregon case were 
then submitted OD tbe part of the house 
and referred to the commission. 
The 


commission met this afternoon, and has 
remained in almost continuous session, 
in the hope of concluding the argument 
in time for a decision on the question 
to-morrow evening. 
The result is so 


generally 
conceded to be a foregone 


conclusion that there were hardly any 
spectators present to-day in the court 
room while objectors and counsel were 
speaking. Some of the democratic coun- 
sel have sought to inspire the members 
of the house with the idea that but two 
votes will be counted by the commis- 
sion in this case, but they find few or 
no believers. The adverse decision in 
the case is likely to intensify what ia 
known here as the war section of the 
democracy, which now musters forty- 
seven votes in the house, and which, 
under the lead of Speakers Randall, 
will probably filibuster. The remain- 
ing 1-0 democrats, however, are dis- 
posed to accept the arbitration of tbe 
commission, and favor the declaration 
of the final result this week. As they 
will co opera t a with the republicans, it 
is believed that all filibustering is at an 
end. 
Among the sensational rumors 


to-day, which were issued in the news- 
paper extras was one that Speaker Ran 
dail had decided to resign in order to 
lead the filibusters, and create delay at 
the outset by the election of a speaker. 
He denies tha story, bat some of the 
republicans fear that it is a part of the 
policy of delay. 
As soon as the Ore- 


gon decision is made it ia possible that 
there will be another eaueus of the 
democrats, at which another attempt 
will be made to adopt a resolution that 
they will resist, by all legal and consti- 
tutional means, the consumaiion of the 
count ia favor of Hayes.

tion to object to tbe alleged ineligible 
elector in South 
Carolina, on (he 


ground that said elector was not a nat- 
uralized citizen, has fallen through. The 
elector in question proved conclusively 
before the house committee that be was 
born in Boston. There is still another 
caae in Wisconsin, and possibly one in 
Iowa, which have not yet been accepted 
bat it U not believed that if objections 
are made it will take any longer to set 
tie then than it did in the Michigan 
and Nevada cases, and that tbe final 
decision can be reached at least by Sat- 
urday.
